Seated In Miss Natwlck's drecsing 
room, I was so fascinated at watcb- 
ttiK lier put on tlic make-up and 
wig required for her part of 
Madame Arcati, the medium wno is 
tlishtly 'out of this world', that I 
almost forgot to ask her bow, when, 
where and why she embarked on 
a dramatic career. 

She told mc that she had been 
interested in drama in High School, 
in her home-town of Balljmtre, 
Md., and had often taken the ieads 
in plays.. She had. had no intenr 
tinn of taking up drama as a car- 
eer, however, and turned her eyes 
college-wards. Two points in a 
physics exam destroyed that dream, 
much to her chagrin 

"It was a terrible blow to my 
pride," Miss Natick said, as she 
deftly blended in her make-up 
while she talked, "and of course I 
was terribly disappointed." I 
couldn't help pointing out that I 
was very grateful to those lew 
points in that cxnm. as they were 
indirectly responsible for her be- 
coming the star that she is today. 

College denied her. Miss Natwick 
then went to a private boarding 
school just outside New York, 
where she concentrated on an ex 
ccUent course in drama. Hero she 
turned to me and said very earn 
cslly that she did not believe m 
people going to dramatic school to 
learn long lists of words and their 
proper pronunciation, and bow to 
balance a book on one's head while 
walking; but rather to learn these 
in conjunction with a part in a 
play, thus combining ■ the theory 
with the practice. 

After finishing her course. Miss 
Natwick returned home to Little 
Theatre plays. A director of a 
summer slock theatre playing chil 
dren's plays in Washington, hap 
pened to see her and brought her 
back to Washington. One of these 
"The Wind and the Rain" proved 
to be so successful, that . the pro« 
ducer brought ft 'to' New York and 
London; Miss Natwick played the 
part oj an old Scotch landlady. 

"At the time," tald Miis Natwick 
"I saw nothing unusual in going to 
such place as New York and Lon 
don. Inexperienced as I was. Toe 
antl-cllmax came, however, when 
after the brief period of two days 
the play closed down in London. I 
knew that I would' have to return 
to America; but what I did not 
know was that Auriol Lcc, the Brit- 
ish director, was In that London 
audience." 

So back to America went Miss 
Natwick; and was shortly cast in an 
elderly part in a Broadway play. 
The part was not definite and. Miss 
Natwick nearly lost.it, the director 
thinking she was not capable of 
portraying it satisfactorily. At that 
point, the director called in Mijs 
Lee to help him with the produc' 
tlon, and happened to mention this 
difficulty in casting. Miss Lfe im- 
mediately replied that she had seen 
Mildred Natwick in the same type 
of part in London, and added that 
she had done the part very well. 

"It seems so ironical that I should 
have to go all the way to London to 
be in a play which lasted two days, 
in order to remain on the stage in 
New York." Needless to say. Miss 
Natwlck's career has been' one of 
unquestioned success since then. 

I asked Miss Natwick which type 
of role she preferred playing. She 
said she had always played the

Dr. J, G. Mcintosh, Secretary of 
the Faculty of Medicine, -will ad- 
dress the Prc-Mcdlcal Society this 
afternoon at 5 o'clock In room A of 
the Pre Medical Building. He will 
talk about "Methods Used in the 
Acceptance of Medical Students."

Dr. Mcintosh was bom in Saint

In l^ew Brunswick In 1018. Two 
yesrs later he was awarded the 
Sutherland Gold Medal and Hon 
ors in Aggregate at McGill. Having 
received his M.A., CM. in 1922, he 
continued his studies at the Rccke 
feller Institute Hospital In New 
York. In 1828 he accepted the po 
sition of Associate Professor of 
Medicine at the University of 
Pekln. He returned from China in 
1032 to become research fellow at 
the University Medical Clinic. In 
1940, he became Secretary In the 
Faculty, of Medicine.

Canadian Labor 
History Studied 
At Meeting 



Last night, the Student Labor 
Club study group on "The Labor 
Scene in Canada" met to discuss 
the history of trade-unionism in 
Canada. Miss Jane Grey of the 
•Montreal Metal Trades Council, 
scheduled discussion leader, was 
unable to attend due to an import- 
ant trade union conference. , 

In .her absence several ' students 
presented and led the discussion on 
the topic of the evening. The dis- 
cusj^ion was introduced by a brief 
talk which traced the rise and the 
gro->\'th of the two major national 
unions, the Canadian Congress of 
Labour and the Trades and Labour 
Congress on < ai national scale, and 
the smaller 'national Catholic Syn- 
dicates, whose strength is restricted 
to the province of Quebec. 

It was pointed out that, the organ- 
ization of trade unions was a direct 
outgrowth on the . historical Guild 
system. This system developed Into 
craft union organization In the 
A.F. of L. and the T.L.C, which was 
the prevalent type of trade union- 
ism until the advent of industrial 
unionism. Several, unions such as 
the Knights of Labour advocated 
Industrial unionism In the late 
nineteenth and the early twentieth 
centuries, but wore forced to dis- 
solve due to the strength and com- 
parative wealth, of the larger craft 
unions. " 

The discussion brought forth the 
fact that in 1019 the Trades and 
Labour Council of Winnipeg or- 
ganized the first strike in Canada. 
Although the strike itself faUed it 
was felt'by the group that this dem- 
onstration resulted in a tremendous 
Increase In the growth of trade 
tmionism in •Canada. 

One section of the discussion was 
devoted to the organization of la- 
bour in the province of Quebec. It 
was pointed out that there are 
about 125,000 organized trade union- 
ists in the International (A.F. of L.) 
Unions in this province. It was not

With those thoughts in mind, let us 
dedicate ourselves anew to the cause of 
humanity, world freedom ... let us trust 
that the spirit of these dead students will 
be with us always, to prevent slacking and 
self-indulgence, and helping us through 
our study to attain that wisdom and 
broad-mindedness whicli will admit no op- 
position in our effort to create and pre- 
serve a better world.

LES CONCERTS SYMPUONIQUES. 

On Tuesday evening at Plateau Hall, the 
distinguished Russian pianist Artur Rubinstein 
was soloist in the Tschaikowsky Piano Con- 
certo No. 1 in B flat minor, with Emil Cooper 
conducting the orchestra o£ Los Concerts Sym- 
phoniques in their third concert of the current 
Tucfday evening series. 

The program opened, as on Sunday alter- 
noon at HIa Majesty's, with the Second Sym- 
phony of Alexander Borodin and the Bavel 
orchestration of Moussorgsky's "Pictures at an 
ExhlblUon." Both these offerings belong to a 
class of highly descriptive music, and the em- 
inently successful effect of Mr. Cooper's con- 
ducting stemmed from the obviously vivid Im- 
pressions which they must convey to him. By 
virtue of alert participation by the players and 
the horns' aceptance of their full share in the 
ensemble, tills was a much improved perfor- 
mance, In which the sole technical fault was a 
slight domination by the (Urong percussion 
section in the small hall. 

The symphony was played with spirit and 
in sharply defined pictorial concepts the "Ex- 
hibition," which In its wide variety of can- 
vases is a matter of rather greater difficulty, 
received no lets careful treatment. Indeed. Mr. 
Cooper's direction was little short of magnifi- 
cent. Never wasting a motion, he implemented 
a welt-schooled strategic approach with mas- 
terful tactical administration ot his orchestral 
divisions. The effect he achieved in "Gnomus," 
the first of the twelve pictures of the "Exhibi- 
tion," was extremely expressive in ' its de- 
piction; between the light and humorous 
delicacy of the quarrelling children and the 
ballet of unhatched chickens came the tre- 
mendous orchestral sweep of the lumbering 
ox-cart; and Mr. Cooper's fierce emotion in 
tbe final "Great Gate of Kiev" bespoke a

ARCHITECTURE 

Its Purpose and Its 
Social Significance 

by 

H. Peler Oberlander 



^continued) 

Consequently the architect is set free from 
all the shackles of old building conventions— 
"styles" of architecture— "orders"— and free 
from all the old architectural "properties", pil- 
lars, porticoes, capitals, cornices, arcades and 
rustications. The architect is free to consider 
his building precisely as a sculpture considers 
his piece of stone as a thing of mass In three 
dimensions, known to him by means of light 
and shade and colour and texture. Architecture 
as it evolves from our consideration now, Is 
the mother of all the arts. Herein Is combined 
in equal balance and each in its highest degree, 
both what Is useful and what Is delightful. 
Architecture Is not merely well functioning 
building— although good building Is absolutely 
necessary to architecture. It Is delightful build- 
ing. It Is building by which the mind ot man 
is delighted. 

Yet architecture, more than any other ot 
the arts of man Is above all a social art. Archi 
lecture more than any other art depends upon 
the collaboration of many men working and 
living together.' Consequently then what many 
combine to build many must necessarily see 
and live with. Architecture can never be 
thought of or considered in insolation or 
abstraction. No single building stands alone; 
each building is a part of an architectural group 
which may contain only a few other buildings 
or which may be a great city. Tiie indlvldtial 
building cannot perform its social function 
efficiently unless it has been planned as a vital 
part of the larger group. A regional or com- 
munity plan should always be tho starting 
point for the plan ot an individual building if 
the latter la adequately to fulfill its purpose. 
In good achitecturc we have finally articulated 
structure of some social InstltuUons, which in 
turn is an organic part ot some larger social 
unit such as a town or city. The community or 
city is a kind of socal organism and Its archi- 
tecture may best be understood as its physical 
anatomy. 

The planning of effective architectural In- 
struments calls for a broad knowledge of social 
Institutions and processes. Anyone with artistic 
ability and some training may learn to design 
buildings that are attractive to the eye, and 
anyone who has had any training in engineer- 
ing together with some practical experience 
can work out stable and enduring buildings. 
But it requires In addition a thorough knowl- 
edge ot social institutions to design the kind 
of mold for them which will promote .their 
efficient operation and normal growth. A build- 
ing Is first and foremost the material structure 
of a living part of an active social process. 
Buildings should be flexible and well arranged 
because they arc the lithlc forms through 
which tho organic patterns of living Institu- 
tions find social expressions. 

The whole complex system of social patterns 
which characterizes the habits of a given 
people indeed find their direct reflexion and 
interpretation in Its architecture. We have so 
long studied the ways In which wo plan and 
construct buildings that we have overlooked 
the ways in which structures plan our every- 
day behavior and construct our social institu- 
tions. The architectural draftsman and the 
building artisan no less than political and in- 
tellectual leaders plan the future of society. 
Because buildings control and shape the lives 
of those who use them, the power of directing 
and developing society lies In the hands of 
those who design and build them. 

The root Idea ot building and therefore of 
architecture. Is the covering of a space, and 
the root of this idea'is a physical need. These 
Ideas have been soinewhat aui)merged for al- 
most four hundred years, their issue was ob- 
scured and now they are emerging again and 
forming a new architecture. The domlpant 
spirit of our ejxich is already recognizable al- 
though Its form is not yet clearly defined . . . 
says Walter Groplus as early as 1923, "the old 
duallstic world-concept which envisaged the 
ego .In opposition to the universe is rapidly 
losing ground. The character of ain epoch Is 
epitomized in its buildings. . . . Architéclùrç of 
the past decade or jo— with a few exceptions, 
forfeited Its status as an unifying art' It has 
become mere scholarship; its utter confusion 
mirrors an uprooted world which has lost the 
common will , necessaiy for all - correlated 
effort 

New materials, nm possibilities, new forms; 
these are the basis of a modern art of build- 
ing. 

Up to the present (and that is very recent) 
the Mcliitecls. soaked in past tradlUons and 
trained in museums of antiquities, have sought 
to obtain the necessary clement of delightful-

Let it not be thought that the 
reason for the large attendance Is 
this winning streak. While anybody 
would like to sec their team win, 
the thing that keeps the team win- 
ning Is the fact that they can know 
that they have the support due 
them, by listening to the cheers 
from the stands. 

Judging by thcic, the accept- 
ed standards, it can truly be 
said that McGlli Is à pretty bad 
hockey college. Not that the 
brand of hockey played by the 
Red team is bad — on the con- 
trary, the Redmen have been 
surprising all and sundry by 
their excellent showing against 
the supposedly superior Air 
Force and Navy squads. But It 
bas a naturally bad effect on 
any team when a McGill yell by 
15 or 20 collegians Is drowned 
out by the voices of 200 or so 
supporters of the opposing 
team.

Don 
Robertson, Peter Haller, Norm 
Eagle, Lou Lemlcux, Bill Smythe, 
take away many fond memories of 
one of the finest seasons In McGill 
grid> history, and in return, leave 
many memories of stellar perfor- 
mances on a team to which they 
contributed so much of the power. 
As assistant coach Johnny Cloghcsy 
commented, had these boys along 
with nearly the whole rest of tho 
team who are graduating, been to- 
gether for a longer time, especially 
another college season, the coach- 
ing staff could have moulded one 
of the most potent gridiron ma- 
chines in the annals of McGill. 

As things stood, the season still 
stands out as triumph for the Kerr 
system. Unfortunately, the head 
coach was unable to attend the ban- 
quet, due to illness, for the first 
time in nine years, representing a 
great loss in the atmosphere of tho 
proceedings.

Suddenly Gray 
disappeared— there was m awful silence. Â 
hiige black cloud ominously crossed the moon 
—the moaning of the wind grew louder and 
louder— we stood afraid, uneasy. The féconds 
seemed lilte ages— then from the distant house 
ai' horrible scream thattered the silence— a 
sound so horrible' that my blood seemed to 
drain into the earth beneath my feet. 1 fell 
my whole body stiffep and the heirs on my 
head stand up .like the quills on a porcupine's 
back. 

We decided to investigate. Slowly and re- 
lucUiitly we trudged through the long weeds, 
following in the footsteps of the unfortunate 
Gray who had now beei) gone nearly halt an 
hour. As we reached the house we could see 
its battered shutters waving in the wind. The 
rumble of ihc distant thunder echoed in our 
ears. Wc peered into the hallway, but saw 
nothing but the battered walls— then some- 
thing stirred— there was a rush of air accom> 
panied by a flap of wings, as a huge bat raced 
towards the door. 

The lamp sputtered out— we stood for a 
moment silent in the darkness. Again wc ad- 
vanced, slowly and cautiously. My foot touch- 
ed something soft— I shuddered as I stopped.

A sudden 
Hash of lightning and 1 saw It— a sight I shall 
never forget. There was Gray lying on his 
back, his body half turned as if to ward off 



an unexpected assailant. His face was ghastly 
whijc and clay-Uke— his eyes were bulging un- 
naturally as if h.e was looking into the very 
face of death itself. I saw it. all in that brief 
moment, but did not wait to see more. I 
shouted and wc all headed for the doorway as 
fast as we could. 

. As wc walked slowly towards the village 
we couldn't help wondering about the ghost of 
Thomas Alcott— we huddled, together in deathly 
fear— was it real? Did it exist? 

The Investigation revealed something which

Artur Rubinstein Is beyond question a great 
pianist, and his interpretation of the First 
Tschaikowsky Concerto has long been a tradi- 
tional musical highlight. Yet Rubinstein, of ail 
the great pianists. Is perhaps the most erratic; 
and though in Tuesday's performance he de- 
monstrated the perfection of his knowledge of 
the piece, there were occasional moments in 
which his playing lacked the almost indefin- 



There 
were, however, momenls— and .they were by far 
in the majority— in which he broke through to 
the topmost heights; such were the beautiful 
second movement of the Concerto, and the sec- 
ond of the encores upon which the audience 
insisted. The Rubinstein fingers arc very 
nimble and precise, and their trills and such- 
like, delicacies, were unexcelled gems; the 
heavier work was sometimes prone to suffer a 
little from incomplete clarity, yet there was 
no denying Mr. Rubinstein's well-founded and 
imposing musical stature. 

Mr. Cooper's orchestral accompaniment was 
simply, excellent, especially in the maintenance 
of baclcground and in the swiftly .oscillating 're 
sponses of the third movement and elsewhere. 
The more one sees of Mr. Cooper, the fonder 
and more impressed one becomes; be he dis- 
covery or rediscovery, Montreal is fortunate in 
his amiable presence.

Dr. Smith added 
that due to the fact that the publl 
Is continually becoming better in 
formed as to the cause and control 
of disease, legislation has enforced 
measures of control which have 
vastly lowered the incidence of 
many communicable diseases once 
common and often deadly. Dr. 
Smith concluded by speaking of the 
difficulty past and present, of 
awakening interest in legislation for 
extent^edjj public health control. 
Thil necessity is especially apparent 
in our own province, he said.
